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Noted Poet Leads Free Workshop

Words that arrive by accident, without 
forethought or preconception, create the best writing, poet 
Barbara Helfgott Hyett told 25 attendees who participated 
in the Mattapoisett Public Library's inaugural ''Writing 
Away Day'' last Sunday, April 10. The event occurred as 
part of National Poetry Month. 

"There is a quality of randomness in good 
writing," Ms. Hyett said of the journey to ''say the 
unsayable." She added: "You're talking about nothing, 
then all the sudden you are saying something." 

Ms. Hyett - an award-winning poet with five 
published collections of poetry and teaching experience 
at Harvard, MIT and Boston University - tried to spark 
some random inspiration with the all-day workshop, 
which was free to attendees, and sponsored by the Friends 
of Mattapoisett Library and some local businesses. Ms. 
Hyett, who runs her own poetry consulting company, 
is "very effective" in that her assistance has facilitated 
the publishing of 101 books, noted Susan Pizzolato, the 
library director. 

Seated around the table with pens and paper, Ms. 
Hyett engaged the group in a series of impromptu writing 
exercises on "Remembrance of Things Past," the theme of 
the workshop. 

With the help of poetry from Edna St. Vincent 
Millay and Theodore Roethke, she asked participants to 
write about the pre-workshop breakfast moments earlier, 
then later requested the writers to delve deeper and 
list specific food -related memories from childhood. In

some exercises, Ms. Hyett asked the writers to steal their 
favorite line from a particular Millay poem, and link up 
their own language and phrases to these lines to create an 
entirely new effect. 

In a bit of sleight-of-hand, Ms. Hyett showed 
how the very recent breakfast memory could be tied 
to the older food memories. In one exercise, she asked 
writers to connect vignettes from the past to the present 
with a series of questions opening up these moments to 
their greater insights. "Every single moment is the most 
important," she said, remarking that she just finished a 
poem 20 years in the making - proving that moments can 
have lasting impact. 

The writers could not afford to be too coy, as 
Ms. Hyett actively required everyone to read their 
freshly inspired prose. To some, she would edit their 
language out loud to help them create more succinct and 
meaningful writing. Ms. Hyett was at the same time a 
supportive listener, but also prodded the writers on the 
spot to take their words to the next level, to get their 
meaning and power across. 

All the attendees seemed pleased by the 
opportunity to partake in a day of guided writing. 
"I'm inspired as much by the participants," said Kate 
Ackerman. "It takes an act of courage. We're all amazed at 
the end of the day what we were able to write what we've 
written," she said. 

Ellen Flynn, self-described "writer of poetry", 
agreed that "with others, it is a burst of inspiration." She 
said that she hoped the day of writing would jumpstart 
her own practice. "I feel very incredible fortunate. . . [The 
event] is very scholarly and for free," she added. 

"The whole thing is pretty intense," said Ms. 
Pizzolato, remarking that the workshop filled up so 
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quickly that the library stopped actively publicizing it. 
'Teople really wanted to take something that's the real 
deal. This is very intense and it gets results/' she said. 

Board Split Over Purchase 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on April 11, 2011 at 7:05 pm in the town hall. Also in 
attendance were Selectmen Richard Nunes and Bradford 
Morse, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and 
Veronica Lafreniere. 

Minutes from the March 28, 2011 meeting were 
unanimously approved. 

The selectmen signed a single precinct 
authorization, which will be delivered to the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth. Towns with 6,200 or more residents 
must divide into precincts to make voting convenient for 
citizens. Since the latest census shows a population of 
5,232 residents, the town is eligible to continue voting as a 
single precinct. 

The selectmen authorized three parades: one in 
conjunction with the Rochester Country Fair, one for a 
road race to be held on June 18, and finally a parade for 
the new opening day for Rochester Youth Baseball which 
will now be held on April 30. 

Mr. LaCamera announced that the RMS 
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construction project is nearly complete and that the move 
to the new wing is beginning. ''Everything is on schedule. 
They will start [moving in] next week on the 1950s section 
and they plan to be done by the middle of August/' Mr. 
LaCamera said. 

Mr. LaCamera reviewed $126,000 in budget cuts 
that have been sent to the finance committee for review. 
Health insurance will be reduced $22,000. The RMS 
budget will be reduced $40,000. When asked where the 
cuts in the RMS budget will come from, Mr. LaCamera 
said he "has made some suggestions on how they can 
save some money in their budget." The Council on Aging 
will not purchase a new van, saving $11,000. The park 
and conservation commission budgets were each reduced 
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$10,000 but those losses will be recouped with special 
revenue and fees. 

Mr. LaCamera stated that the ORR Excess and 
Deficiency (END) fund has an $824,000 balance and that 
he wanted to use more of the END fund to offset the 
deficit. Currently, the district has $600,000 of unexpended 
expenses and if they don't spend that money there will be 
$1,400,000 in the END fund in the fall. 

Mr. LaCamera said he was concerned that the 
house budget that is coming out in the next few days will 
include more cuts to local aid. State aid has been reduced 
39 percent in the last four years. State aid to Rochester has 
dropped between $600,000 and $700,000 in the last four 
years, he said, warning that that there could be another 5 
percent cut in the new budget. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with 
Marcia Hartley and Nancy Boutin to discuss an Earth 
Day cleanup on April 23. Ms. Hartley and Ms. Boutin had 
spoken to Jeff Eldridge at the highway department about 
picking up the bags they collect and to Police Chief Paul 
Magee regarding safety issues. 

The Board praised the women for their effort 
and invited citizens to join the group at the Rochester 
Women's Club April 23 at 10:00 am. Bags and gloves will 
be supplied. For more information, contact Ms. Hartley or 
Ms. Boutin at 508-763-5181. 

The selectmen are seeking candidates to fill 
the planning board vacancy left by the passing of Mr. 
McGaffey. Interested citizens should submit a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen for the term that runs until April. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey suggested putting 
the Historic District bylaw on the town meeting warrant 
for May 23, even though the state is not satisfied with 
the town's report on the historic district change. "The 
State Historical Commission has deemed the report 
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inadequate, but not given any specifics and refused to 
meet with the Board to discuss the problem/' Atty. Bailey 
said. 

After some discussion about an updated report 
and the state's reluctance at the removal of the district, 
Atty. Bailey said, "There is a procedure to create a historic 
district, but there is no provision to remove a historic 
district. The state wants us to follow the procedure for 
reducing the district.'' Selectman Nunes suggested this 
may be the first time the state has had a request to remove 
a historic district. Chairman Parker said, 'Tt's only fair [to 
put the bylaw on the ballot]. The petitioners allowed us to 
withdraw the petition last year. It's unfair to ask them to 
extend it again." 

In the final item of old business. Chairman Parker 
announced the Board will hold a Town Meeting Warrant 
Review on May 16 at 7:00 pm at a scheduled Board of 
Selectmen meeting. Department heads, committees, and 
boards are invited to the selectmen's meeting to discuss 
the warrant. Town Counsel and the Town Moderator will 
be in attendance, she said. Presentations for town meeting 
may be cleared by that time. 

Under new business, the board discussed the 
Hathaway Pond Dam. Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon discussed the safety issues discovered when the 
water level was lowered for inspection. The Coalition 
for Buzzards Bay has entered into an option to purchase 
with the intent of repairing the dam, but the current low 
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water level is a problem for the residents at the Pines at 
Hathaway Pond and also the herring, which are currently 
running and cannot use the fish ladder due to the lowered 
water level. Herring Inspector David Watling and a 
neighboring cranberry grower have been contacted about 
the impact of the low water level. 

Chairman Parker expressed concern about loss 
of fish and turtles. Ms. Farinon said that claims of harm 
to fish and turtles have been investigated and found to 
be untrue. Fisheries and Wildlife has also inspected the 
property and come to the same conclusion. 

The next item was a discussion of complaints 
about Murphy's Auto Salvage. Residents have 
complained about 40 to 50 additional trucks and trailers 
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on site and grinding noisy equipment that was not 
previously present. 

Murphy's Auto Salvage is currently appealing 
a zoning ruling in court. Atty. Bailey suggested that 
Murphy's Auto Salvage is in violation of their special 
permit and the fastest way to take action on this issue is 
by making a cross-claim in the current court case. 

Selectman Morse said, "[I don't] want to hurt 
a town business, but too many complaints are coming 
in. He needs to operate under his special permit." Mr. 
LaCamera and Atty. Bailey agreed to pursue the matter 

The next item of new business was a Special Town 
Meeting to be held at 6:45 pm, prior to the annual town 
meeting on May 23 to approve a prior year bill from RMS. 
Warrants will be finalized on April 25. The motion for the 
Special Town Meeting was unanimously approved. 

The Board then discussed Warrant Articles for 
upcoming Town Meeting on May 23. The first article 
approved was for the purchase of a 30-acre parcel on 
Marion Road that abuts the town's property on Dexter 
Lane. The estimated $75,000 purchase price would 
be funded through a grant and the Wildlands Trust 
and would be of no cost to the town. The Board voted 
unanimously to add this article town meeting warrant. A 
warrant article to borrow money to replace a 20-year-old 
ambulance was also unanimously approved. 

When the Wolf Island Road Land Conservation 
Project was discussed. Selectman Bradford Morse said, "I 
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cannot support the purchase a piece of property that is a 
potential problem/' The 10.7-acre parcel under discussion 
offers protection of wetlands and box turtle habitat 
according to Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, but 
Selectmen Morse reported that he had been advised by 
the Board of Health not to touch this parcel. 

Selectmen Nunes asked, 'Tf the Board of Health 
has concerns, why aren't they contacting the Board [of 
Selectmen]?" Mr. LaCamera suggested inviting the Board 
of Health to speak with the Board of Selectmen to voice 
their concerns. 

The land would be paid for with a $20,506 grant 
if approved at Town Meeting, but Selectman Morse 
remained concerned about the court action related to the 
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parcel across Wolf Island Road and that if the two parcels 
are hydraulically connected, this purchase could be a 
liability for the town. Chairman Parker and Selectman 
Nunes voted to add the article to the Town Meeting 
Warrant with Selectmen Morse opposed. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:14 pm. 

Mattapoisett Capital Needs on Ballot 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on April 12, 2011 at 6:30 pm in the Town Hall 
conference room. Also in attendance were Selectmen Paul 
Silva and George Randall, Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne and Assistant to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

The minutes of the April 5, 2011 meeting were 
approved. 

In the first appointment. Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham came before the Board to ask if his 
department could request Chapter 90 funds from the 
Fiscal Year 2012 budget - estimated to be approximately 
$229,000 - for necessary repairs to Oliver's Lane. The 
repairs, he said, would cost approximately $45,000 if the 
project were done this spring. Waiting two or three years, 
he said, would make the cost closer to $300,000, since they 
would have to repair a considerably more degraded road. 

Selectman Silva wanted to clarify that Hi-Ona-

Hill Road and Tara Road - which were both outlined by 
the Board as needing immediate repair - would still be 
fixed in the spring. Mr. Denham said that the work on 
Oliver's Lane would not impact repair on the other two 
roads. 

By repairing the road now, Mr. Denham said 
that he hoped to save the town about $250,000. ''I can 
definitely go along with that,'' said Selectman Silva. The 
Board subsequently voted to approve $44,085 of Chapter 
90 funds from FY 2012 to the road repair, but they made 
their vote subject to the projected state funding figures. 
"If you sign this and the money isn't available, it can't be 
done," said Mr. Denham. 

The Board then met with representatives of 
the Mattapoisett Police Brotherhood to sign a new 
contract, effective until June 2013. Negotiations on the 
contract were lengthy, said Chairman Collyer, but he 
thanked the Brotherhood for being flexible in finding 
a "reasonable and equitable solution". Selectman Silva 
echoed Chairman Collyer 's sentiments and thanked the 
representatives as well. 

The Board voted to sign the contract for the Local 
63 police union. 

Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan then came before 
the Board to discuss combining precincts in Mattapoisett 
based on 2010 census numbers. The 2010 census, Ms. 
Sullivan said, indicated a 3.56 percent drop in the town's 
population. The current population is 6,045, which can 
fall under one precinct for voters. 

"It makes it so much easier," said Ms. Sullivan, 
who noted that, if Mattapoisett combined precincts based 
on the population figure, there would be cost savings as 
well, because she could cut her poll staffing and would 
only need one warden. She estimated a savings of $300- 
325 per election. The town election, she added, would

still take place at Old Hammondtown School, and the 
lines would not be affected by the combination of two 
precincts. 

The Board voted to combine the two voting 
precincts into one. 

In his town administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
gave an overview to the upcoming town election and 
annual town meeting, outlining the town's debt schedule 
and how capital needs would impact that schedule. In the 
end, he said, even with the purchase of a new fire engine 
and a road rehabilitation plan, the debt schedule would 
continue to reduce in scope at an average rate of $20,000- 
35,000 annually. 

In a report to the Board, Mr. Gagne said: "The 
replacement of Fire Engine One, now a 24-year-old 
unit with serious structural rotting and equipment 
deterioration is a top priority [It] involves consideration 
of human safety'' 

Additionally, Mr. Gagne outlined the need to 
improve some town roads in poor condition. "Even with 
the increase in Chapter 90," he said in his report, "it 
would take 20 years to do just the items on the present 
[road needs] list." Mr. Gagne taking Chapter 90 funds 
and bolstering them with $200,000 in local money and the 
proceeds from the sale of town-owned parcels. Abutters 
to town parcels slated for sale, he said, would be notified 
via certified mail of the impending sale, and would have 
the opportunity to buy the land themselves if they were

interested. 

The Board voted to place the two capital needs - 
for the fire engine and the roads rehabilitation plan - on 
the May 17 Annual Town Election ballot. At the time of

• An article to establish a revolving fund for the 
fire department to pay for expenses associated with spill 
incidents, such as spills that occur in car accidents.

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through the public hearing process, approved by each of 
the school committees and submitted to the towns to be 
placed on the warrants for the annual town meetings. 

Ms. Souza spoke about the recent news of expired 
food found in the Boston school cafeteria system. She 
said that the ORR district does not have that problem 
and provided handouts regarding the handling and 
storage of food prepared and served in the six school 
cafeterias. A list of over sixty types of food, along with 
storage temperatures for both dry and frozen foods was 
provided. All food is checked for freshness dates prior to 
acceptance and unloading, said Ms. Souza, and no food is 
stored off site. 

School lunch participation was discussed and Ms. 
Souza said that of the 466 students at Sippican, 107 do 
not purchase food. In order to gather more information, 
Ms Souza created a survey, consisting of nine questions 
which can be taken on the district web site at www.orr. 
org. So far, 147 people have taken the survey, but Ms. 
Souza would like to have 250 responses to review. The 
survey showed that out of the 147 responses received 
so far, 87 percent of those responding purchased school 
lunches for their children. 13 percent of those responding 
do not purchase food. When asked why they do not 
participate, the 13 percent responded that "food choices", 
"time" and "cost" were the reasons. It was noted that 
approximately 15 percent of the students at Sippican 
receive free or reduced cost meals.

Asphalt Plant Hearing Extended Again 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Vice Chairman Gary 
Florindo on April 12 at 7:10 pm in the cafeteria of Old 
Colony Vocational Technical High School. 

After nearly five months of hearings on a 
proposed asphalt plant in the industrial sector of 
northeastern Rochester, the board received another 
extension through April 26 to render a decision. The 
Edgewood Development proposal is being challenged 
by a group of commercial and residential abutters 
represented by Benjamin Tymann of Mintz Levin, who 
has brought in numerous experts to counter the proposal. 

In response to the most recent concerns brought 
to light by Mintz Levin's acoustics consultant, Eric 
Thalheimer, the applicant presented its formal sound 
mitigation plan. 

"Complying with Mass DEP (Department of 
Environmental) sound regulations is not an option. It's 
compulsory, and it's open to testing," commented Tim 
Higgins, VP of Edgewood Development.

Brian Corning, an acoustic expert from 
Cavanaugh Tocci Associates, presented to the board the 
applicant's sound mitigation plan that he said would 
reduce overall noise levels by 15 decibels from the 
property line of the closest abutter. In Mr. Thalheimer's 
report in March, he argued that the plant's operation 
exceeded allowable noise levels by 10 decibels at the 
property line of the nearest residence. 

This plan - which would cost Edgewood about 
$200,000 - entails a 14-foot high 'Targe sound barrier 
wall" that is set back 50 feet from the property line, and 
about 150 feet on average from the two closest residences. 
This hollow, plywood wall is commonly used in the 
industry, he said, and requires no maintenance. Mr. 
Corning said the applicant chose to extend the wall to 
surround both the plant itself and the front-end loader 
and trucking zone. Although not required by state 
regulations, the wall would exceed the height of trucks to 
reduce those noises, he said. 

In addition to the wall, he said silencers would 
be installed on significant sound sources, including the 
discharge stack, fan discharge system, and the combustion 
burner turbo blow. The clicking sound from silos would 
be muffled by an oil-bath acoustical enclosure for the slat 
conveyer chain drive. 

"This is a very significant endeavor to respond to 
concerns of noise," he said.

Susan Peterson regarding the back-wall construction, the 
applicants said a wall would surround the plant that is 
identical to the fence. Mr Higgins said he would update 
the plan accordingly. 

Bendrix Bailey raised concerns that Mr. Coming's 
plan did not do an "apples to apples" comparison linking 
Mr. Thalheimer's acoustical study to his own.

mitigation plan on behalf of the abutters. He said that 
since it now has come to light that the plant will operate 
at night, the applicant has tougher decibel requirements 
to overcome. "The ambient noise at night is quieter, 
dramatically lower,'' he said, stating that the applicant 
would have to reduce noise to 41 fewer decibels from the 
property line to meet state DEP requirements. 

"I don't agree that barriers and silencers 
mitigate noise, but the sounds don't go away Trucks 
have silencers, and it doesn't make them go away," Mr. 
Thalheimer stated. 

However, Mr. Bailey pointed out that Mr. 
Thalheimer conducted his studies during the winter, but 
noise from foliage and insects increases ambient sounds 
significantly in warmer months. 

During the public comment period, one attendee 
stated that, "any noise made over a period of hours 
affects the quality of life." Another abutter asked about 
fire suppression systems, although Jerry LoRusso of 
Edgewood said that none of the 50 to 75 plants in the state 
use them. 

After hearing the testimony, the board opted not 
to seek an additional peer review on acoustics for the time 
being. 

The board also listened to last-minute testimony 
from traffic consultant Kim Hazarvartian, who 
represented Mintz Levin and the abutters, with concerns 
that inadequate queuing could lead to truck traffic 
backing up onto Kings' Highway. He suggested three 
lanes on a 36-foot wide road to accommodate the loading 
and unloading traffic at the site. Under the proposal, the 
plant would facilitate up to 360 truck trips per day. 

Mr. LoRusso, however, said that Edgewood 
would install GPS devices on all of its trucks, and re-route 
trucks to other plants given any closures. He said only 10

percent of truck traffic would be FOB -or Free on Board 
- meaning independently operated trucks seeking to buy 
asphalt would just be a portion of the traffic. A dispatcher 
would be employed to ensure smooth circulation, he said.

According to the board, the proposed bylaw would 
"provide a streamlined application. . . that will result in 
development consistent with the Town of Marion's needs 
and goals.'' The bylaw seeks to control Marion's growth in 
the Route 6 /Route 105 intersection area - encompassing 
about 40 acres - to promote "local economies", "shared 
access" and "community space". Additionally, the 
proposed bylaw would attempt to bring Marion up to 
compliance with 40B "workforce housing" goals by 
increasing a density limit to eight units per acre. 

After opening the public hearing, Mr. Magauran 
gave a summary of the Board of Selectmen's reaction 
to the proposed bylaw. "They still have some issues to 
be dealt with," he said, identifying their main source of 
concern as being the issue of density in the proposed 
district, and the town's sewer tie-in moratorium. He 
summarized Select Board Chairman Roger Blanchette's 
main argument to the bylaw, which was: if there will be 
no sewer for Marion, there would be no new construction 
in the NOD to regulate, which would make the bylaw an 
exercise in futility. 

To this comment, Mr. Magauran said that the 
bylaw would be in place "so we're in a better position to 
manage projects. . . in the future." He also said that the 
proposed eight units per acre was less dense than the 
village, which has a 12 units per acre limit. 

In the public comment section of the hearing, 
the Board heard from Albin Johnson of 141 Spring Street.

Town Counsel Attorney Jon Witten spoke to the 
bylaw, confirming that existing structures in the NOD 
would be "grandfathered" in, and the bylaw would 
only apply to new construction. Mr. Magauran told Mr.

ORR Grapples with Registration Influx

in the history of the class that the number of student 
registrations has required there to be three sections. 
Creating the master schedule around these three sections 
is difficult for the Old Rochester Regional staff, since 
Advanced Placement science classes require two blocks, 
instead of one; the second block provides time for the labs 
that are necessary for successfully taking the test at the 
end of the year. 

The main concern that the administration at Old 
Rochester Regional has about running the third section 
to accommodate the seventy-plus interested students is 
the necessity for more lab materials - like time-sensitive 
chemicals - and another set of the two textbooks. 
Mr. Devoll has said in meetings with the prospective 
Advanced Placement Biology students that the school 
remains committed to running the third section of the 
class, provided that the students will make the same 
commitment. To that end, students who are not fully 
invested in the class will have the opportunity to drop 
it prior to leaving for April vacation. The students who 
do want to take the class have had to turn in a signed 
contract to the front office. This contract binds the 
Advanced Placement Biology students to seeing the class 
to its completion, regardless of grades. As the contract 
stated, dropping the course due to poor study habits is 
not an option for Advanced Placement Biology students. 
But Mr. Devoll did tell concerned students that they

the rest of their schedule. Those changes will be made 
right after April vacation, as that is when the master 
schedule for next year's classes is created. 

To say that the new Advanced Placement 
Biology policy is a hot topic among the honor students 
at Old Rochester Regional is a massive understatement. 
There have already been two in-school meetings with 
teachers, guidance counselors, students, and the school 
administration. Many students have also made private 
meetings with their guidance counselors to discuss the 
new policy. But for the most part, the students who have 
signed up for the class remain enthused - even when told 
about the extensive work that they will have to complete 
in the class. Students, at the last meeting, were given the 
course syllabus, which detailed the average amount of 
homework (seven to 10 hours per week, with lab reports 
that often take two or three hours in addition) and course- 
work during the summer and school vacations. Partly 
because of the pending large class sizes, the amount of 
summer course-work has been increased. 

Many students have been viewing the 
Advanced Placement Biology as a crisis in school class 
scheduling; but as the weeks have progressed and as the 
administration and guidance department have worked 
with the science department to work around the various 
problems the three sections presents to the school, it is 
only evident how much the school will do for its students. 
The school could have kept the two sections and weeded

unrestricted public access in Massach.usetts, for fistiing, 
fowling, or navigating, as long as you are between 
the high and low water marks, no one can bother you 
anywhere along our coast. This is, and has for hundreds 
of years been, public domain. 

If the vote for deep water aquaculture (greater 
than six feet) was unanimous, then Jim O'Dowd was 
not present at the meeting when the vote took place. 
No surprise considering this committee is formed by a 
majority of property owners from Brandt Island cove, and 
they do not want a shellfish farm. Ironically, one exists 
there already, and the owners name is also Field. It is not 
located at a depth greater than one fathom. Why? 

Mr. O'Dowd's application is for the sub-tidal 
zone, which is always under water, but not at a depth 
of six feet, and certainly not where people would be 
walking. Think about the depth at which you dig quahogs 
- two or three feet at low tide. Why force someone to six 
feet? 

Surprisingly, an area cannot be used for 
aquaculture unless there are not enough naturally 
occurring shellfish. The state does a survey, as part 
of the process, and if the count is low then the area 
is acceptable for aquaculture. A few other agencies 
also review applications, the Coast Guard, the Army 
Corps of Engineers, the Department of Environmental 
Protection, Conservation Commission, and the Shellfish 
Warden. So it is heavily regulated by the state and federal

This is a state shellfish map of Brandt Island cove, which 
shows that the entire cove, excepting the marina, has 
already been approved by the state for aquaculture. 

Mr. Field's letter brings some revenue numbers 
to bear in his argument, to show a disparity in how much 
money license fees for diggers generate, as compared to 
shellfish farms. This brings up another point - how do we 
enjoy the current crop of available shellfish, and how long 
will it be sustainable at this level of harvesting, without 
a re-seeding program? What is the town doing about re- 
investment of revenues to insure the future viability of 
our shellfish resources? The answer may surprise and 
surely disappoint. 

If you take, take and take some more without 
putting anything back, pretty soon you have depleted the 
resource, and then nobody gets anything. 

Aquaculture is part of the answer, because the 
more oysters and quahogs you plant, the more spat 
(baby shellfish) floats in the water column, and begins 
to repopulate depleted areas. Shellfish farmers support 
their hometowns with free seed stock for replanting the 
heavily harvested recreational areas. If you want to ''tax'' 
the shellfish farmer, why not make reseeding part of the 
equation, not fees?

Shellfish farms are low-tech businesses. The time 
of high and low tide determines when you can work, 
with an ebb and flow just like the tide. Most operations 
are family or joint ventures with partners working their 
grant site together, and other than harvesting they do not 
employ a large amount of people - sort of like cranberry 
bogs that way. 

The problem with deep-water (greater than 
six feet) aquaculture is that it requires more capital 
investment, because to properly farm in deep water, 
you need a big barge. You need to pull your gear, clean 
it of marine growths, check for predators, and sort your 
product for market. You have to have a floating, powered 
work platform. These are big noisy affairs with engines 
and hydraulics and they take more people to run them. 

Any regulation that would require aquaculture at 
a depth of one fathom (six feet) or greater, might prevent 
a small, near shore operation in the short term, but it 
will foster an unwieldy, large and obtrusive commercial 
operation in the future. It is simply a matter of the capital 
required to make it happen. 

Do we want to make it harder for residents to 
start a shellfish farm? That is what the one fathom rule 
will do. 

I for one, hope Jim O'Dowd is successful in his 
application, and that the town fathers act in a responsible 
and reasonable way. Who knows maybe Mattapoisett 
could have its own oyster festival as part of Harbor

Marion Alternative Energy Committee 

In its meeting on March 28, the Alternative 
Energy Committee (AEC) voted not to further pursue a 
turbine at Great Hill at this time. While the site provided 
an exceptional wind resource, the committee found 
that the Town could not offer the owners of the land 
indemnification and the needed insurance protection. It 
was also felt that the distance between nearby homes on 
Great Hill and the proposed turbine might be less than 
needed to protect them from shadow flicker and noise.

Access to the site for the heavy equipment required to 
build and service the turbine was another determining 
factor. 

The committee plans to further study the 
feasibility of placing a turbine on land adjacent to the 
site of Old Rochester Regional High School. There is a 
possibility that a smaller turbine than the one proposed 
for Great Hill might be appropriate for the new location 
because of energy conservation measures that have 
already reduced electrical loads in some town facilities. 
The primary goal of the project would be to provide 
clean renewable power for the Town of Marion's public 
buildings and facilities and the ORR High School and 
Junior High School under a net metering agreement.

"All the World's A Stage..." 

RMS Presents As You Like It

"All the world's a stage. And all the men and 
women merely players: They have their exits and their 
entrances; And one man in his time plays many parts/' 
says Shakespeare in his comedy As You Like It. 

And without a doubt, the 23 fourth, fifth and 
sixth-grade cast members of Rochester Memorial 
School's (RMS's) most recent production. As You Like It, 
relished a bygone Shakespeare era and taking on new 
roles. Lucky for these youngsters, RMS teacher Danni 
Kleiman adapted the Shakespeare play into a condensed 
and language-appropriate 
work, opening them up to 
Shakespeare's literary world 
at a young age. 

"The kids get 
into it. . . they get bit by 
the Shakespeare bug, and 
understand it better in high 
school," said Ms. Kleiman, 
who has been coordinating 
Shakespeare plays at RMS 
during the past 24 years at 
the school.

Can't Buy Me Love

Arthur. Starring Russell Brand and Helen Mirren. 
Directed by Jason Winer. Running time: 110 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

To those who hold up the 1981 Dudley Moore 
comedy Arthur as if it were a snifter of fine brandy, I 
have to ask: Have you seen it lately? It hasn't aged well; 
aside from John Gielgud's deservedly Oscar- winning 
exercise in dry wit, which remains evergreen, it's a dreary 
throwback to fizzier '30s comedies of manners, with 
Moore falling about and cackling tirelessly, Liza Minnelli 
in that stage of her career when there could only be the 
thinnest pretense that she was playing anyone other than 
Liza Minnelli, and that ghastly Christopher Cross theme 
song, also (far less deservedly) Oscar- winning. What 
may have been refreshingly retro thirty years ago is now 
doubly musty. 

Which is not to make any bold claims for the 
new Arthur, with the lanky, amiably decadent Russell 
Brand in for Moore and the mock-forbidding Helen 
Mirren in for Gielgud. The idea of Mirren as the new 
Hobson, the disdainful but covertly loving valet of the 
tippling heir Arthur (Brand), looks good on paper. But 
Mirren, delivering some of the same dialogue Gielgud 
did, can't really compete. And without any wildness or 
complexity to reveal, Mirren seems stranded. Two other 
actresses come off better. In the Minnelli role of the 
free-spirited woman Arthur loves but isn't supposed to, 
here substantially rewritten, Greta Gerwig actually is as 
enchanting as Minnelli's character was supposed to be. 
And Jennifer Garner, as the woman Arthur is meant to 
marry but doesn't love, creates a soulless businesswoman 
who doesn't really love Arthur either but wants the old- 
money cred of his name. 

The premise is archetypal: Arthur must marry this 
horrid woman or he'll lose his inheritance (here upgraded 




to $950 million from the original's $750 million). But we 
don't want to see him disregard his fortune any more than 
he wants to do it. The point of both films is that Arthur 
the coddled man-child in his kingdom of playthings must 
grow up enough to be willing to give it all up for true 
love. I hate to say it, but Russell Brand enacted a similar 
bad-boy-reforms arc last year in Get Him to the Greek, 
and he was funnier there; that comedy, for all its sex, 
drugs, and rock 'n' roll, was the real 21st-century Arthur. 
And it had better songs; this one gives us a soundtrack 
of twee romantic ditties, including a Fitz & the Tantrums 
end-credits cover of "Arthur's Theme," which, like the 
rest of the film, is a less annoying remake but no great 
shakes either. 

During those end credits we see Arthur and his 
love depicted as if in a storybook. It looks a little like the 
illustrations Eric Chase Anderson does for the Criterion 
DVD editions of his brother Wes' films, and that made me 
imagine a Wes Anderson remake of Arthur. It would be 
exponentially drier, perhaps with Owen Wilson as Arthur 
and Bill Murray as his valet (or perhaps his chauffeur, a 
role here that wastes the comedic gifts of Luis Guzman). 
When a movie has ended and you're left thinking about an 
alternate version of it, that movie is probably in trouble. 
Otherwise, Arthur peddles the comforting fiction that love 
trumps money, without quite acknowledging that life is 
more easily negotiable for people with money but no love 
than for those with love but no money. As Keith Richards 
put it when deriding the Beatles' "All You Need Is Love": 
"Yeah, try payin' the bills with it."
